“Rules for finding, hooking up with and keeping a good black man...” 


Denene Millner, a 28-year-old New York Daily News 
writer, decided to write an article about the hype that 
suggests every other brother is a druggie, incarcerated or 
dog, because personally, she had never had a problem 
meeting good black men. 

She has come up with sister-friendly hints that address 
the unique strengths and sensitivities of black men. The 
resultis acandid, common-sense guide called “The Sistahs' 
Rules: Secrets for Meeting, Getting, and Keeping a Good 
Black Man,” 

Her focus is on the unfashionable notion that “black 
‘men are beautiful and black relationships are possible.” 
The much-cited statistics about black men's problems 
“make black women assume that when they see a good 
black man, he must be a player,” she says. “Black men 
assume sisters are going to attack them in that ‘Waiting 
to Exhale’ fashion.” 

Some of her rules are that a woman should cook for a 
man. She tells women to “shack up” before marriage. I 
guess some folk would dismiss her book as regressive or 
manipulative. Check it out for yourself. It's published by
